For the benefit of sportsmen who 


arc uninformed, we wish to make a

bolter understanding by comparing 
the provisions of state and fedeial 
regulations. 


One of the provisions of the. fed- 


eniil law is that nothing in ihe a.ct 
passed shall be cons!rued to prevent 
the several stales 
and 
territories 


from making and enforcing laws and 
regulations not inconsistent with tho 
provisions of the federal act or 
.'•!' 


passing and enforcing 
laws 
which 


will give further protection to migra- 
tory birds, if such laws do not exten i 
the open season beyond

approved by the president in accord- 
ance with section (3) of the act. 


The state law, as 
it. now

fixes the open season for waterfowl 
beginning September 7.

•comcjs plru'n that, the state law, be- 
cause of its greater leniency, goo.*

cooking Is Bad.

'squash, summer cubbago, cauliflower, 
carrots, Brussels sprouts and spinach 
as well as cool green cucumbers, and 
juicy tomatoes—those aro some of the 
good things that tho late vegetable plot 
has to oiler as a reward for tho hours 
of work spent upon it earlier in the 
season. 


Who, that has tho privilege of en- 


joying tho vegetables at their best, 
frosh from tho garden, will not say 
that tho vegetable garden is worth the 
trouble it costs? 
No otic not accus- 


tomed to fresh vegetables cooked.with- 
in a few hours after .they aro gathered 
really knows how good vegetables can 
be. 


Points From New Food Leaflet. 


Every cook, however, whether she 


starts with vegetables fresh from her 
garden or whether she buys the best 
she can procure oil tho market can do 
much to make her vegetables attractive 
and appetizing by proper cooking, The 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and tho United States food ad- 
ministration In United States food 
leaflet No. 1C give the following point- 
ers in regard to the cooking of vege- 
tables: 


Vegetables just .out of the garden 


taste best 
wholi .simply 
cookod— 


Bteamed, boiled oi" baked—and served 
with a little salt, butter, milk or cream. 
Often a heavily seasoned sauce covers 
up tho more desirable vegetable flavor. 


Overcooking of vegetables impairs 


tholr flavor. Very delicate flavors are 
destroyed, 
while 
vegetables 
with 


strong flavors, such as cabbage or 
onions, become disagreeably strong If 
cookod too long. Overcooking also de- 
stroys the attractive color of some 
vegetables. 


Cook summer vegetables as soon 


after they are gathered as you can In 
order to preserve the flavor. If they 
must be kept over, keep lia the icebox 
pr some other cool place. 


Lot; 
wilted vegetables soak in cold 


watorj to freshen them. If vegetables 
must stand after paring, covering with 
cold water will prevent' wilting and 


amount of boiling water until tender 
and the water bolls away. 


Strong-flavored vegetables may bo 


cooked uncovered in a largo amount of 
rapidly boiling water, and the water 
changed several times during cooking. 


Starchy'vegetables should be put on 


to cook In a sufficiently largo amount 
of boiling water to cover them. Boll 
gently, and keep kettle covered. 


The time required for cooking vege- 


tables depends on the kind, slue and 
uge of tho vegetable. You must use 
your judgment lu deciding when they 
are done.

Save Water for Soup Stock. 


Drain all boiled'vegetables as soon 


as tender—they become soggy If they 
are allowed to stand undralned after 
cooking. 
The water drained off may 


be saved for soup stock. 


Most vegetables should be cooked In 


a small amount of water, because a 
part of the mineral salts dissolves out 
into the water, and is lost If the water 
Is thrown away.' Cook whole when 
possible. 


Tender spinach or lettuce loaves 


require no added water for cooking. 
If thoroughly washed, enough water 
will cling to the leaves to prevent 
their burning. 
'Delicately flavored vegetables should 
be steamed or'cooked slowly In a small, 


Apple Butter Saves Surplus. 


Do not lot the surplus apples go to 


waste, make them into apple butter. 
Summer apples make splendid apple 
butter, even without the- use of boiled 
cider, which, however, is a desirable 
addition if it can be obtained. 
Pare, 


core and cut up the apples, add a little 
water and stew into apple sauce. Let 
this simmer gently at the back of the 
stove for several hours, stirring oc- 
casionally as needed to prevent,stick- 
Ing, 
When it Is two-thirds done add 


one pound of white or brown sugar to 
onch 
gallon. • After 
cooking thick 


enough, stir In spices to taste. Pack 
in sterilized containers and cover with 
melted paraffin. 


If sweet cider is to be used boll it 


down to half the original volume. By 
holling It to a thick lump, less sugar 
Is required. To each gallon of, sweet 
cider use a gallon of pared, cored und 
sliced apples. Either add these to tho 
boiled elder and begin cooking, or 
stew them Into apple sauce and add 
the sauce to the boiled elder, 
gently but stir often for two

hours, 


then add a half pound of sugar t3 each 
gallon of product, or use no sugar. 
Continue cooking and stirring until 
thick'enough, stir In spices to taste, 
pack lu sterilized containers-and qover 
with melted paraffin.

Mjlk-Vegetable Soup. 


Don't throw away left-over 
skim 


milk, says the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. It is a nutritious 
food and every drop of It should be 
used. One way to utilize it is to make 
milk-vegetable, soups.

To each two cupfuls of milk use,' one 


tablespoonful of flour, one tablesnpon- 
ful of butter, two-thirds of a cupful of 
a thoroughly cooked vegetable, finely 
chopped, mashed or put through a 
sieve, and salt to taste. Thicken, the 
milk with the flour as. for milk gravy 
and add the other ingredients. 


Practically any vegetable except to- 


matoes may be used with the.other in- 
gredients as stated., If tomatoes are 
used}, a little soda .should be added 
to themv to prevent the milk from 
curdling.

Improved by n short period of fatten- 
ing, according to poultry specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. Hens which have been prop- 
erly cared for arc usually In good mar- 
ket condition, but If In poor flesh, they 
may be confined to pens nnd fattened 
for one or two weeks at a profit. The 
fanner has very good conditions for 
producing well-fleshed poultry, ns he 
can utilize waste products from his 
farm In growing this stock by allow- 
ing (he. chickens free, run go and get 
them Into the best condition for fat- 
tening. 
Both the farmer nnd back- 


yard poultry keeper can thus turn 
waste products nnd grain into flesh 
while securing n large amount of valu- 
able manure from the poultry. Skim 
or buttermilk, which arc great aids to 
the most economical fattening, 
are 


available as by-products on many 
farms. 


Pen Fattening, 


Tho fanner or back yard poultry 


keeper can fatten his chickens to best 
advantage by pen or crate fattening. 
In pen fattening 20 to 50 chickens 
are confined in' n pen with a small 
yard nnd fed a fattening innsh, such 
as one composed of two parts of corn- 
meal and one part middlings mixed 
with skim or buttermilk. If no milk 
is available, which would be the case 
In most back yard poultry flocks, make 
the mash of one part bran, one part 
middlings, three parts cornmeal and 
one-fourth pnrt meat scrap. 
Feed 


twice daily, morning nnd afternoon, 
and In addition give a light feed of 
cracked corn late In the afternoon. 
Mix tills mash to a crumbly consist- 
ency and keep water and grit before 
the chickens nil of the time. Supply 
these chickens with a good quantity 
of green feed, such ns sprouted oats, 
lawn clippings, etc., or 'waste vege- 
tables, such aa cabbages, beets or 
small potatoes. \If skim or buttermilk 
is fed, it is not necessary to add the 
green feed. 


Crate Fattening. 


Cratd fattening is the method of 


feeding in which -from six to ten 
chickens are confined together In each 
pen, ar-angcd in tiers for convenience 
In feeding the chickens and cleaning 
the coops. ' The following ration and 
method is particularly adapted for 
crate fattening: 30 pounds cornmeal, 
20 pounds ground oats and 10 pounds 
shorts'mixed with skim or buttermilk, 
which is available on many farms. The 
feed is mixed with milk to the con- 
sistency of thick cream, or so that it 
will just drip from the tip of a wooden 
spoon. About three-fifths of the. mix- 
ture should be milk, and it Is advisable 
to use a larger per cent of milk In hot

Oats are often fed to poultry for va- 


riety, but are not well liked unless 
hulled, the hulls being tough and 
rather indigestible. 
Hulled oats, oa 


the other hand, are relished by poultry 
and are excellent for producing eggs. 
When they can be obtained at a rea- 
sonable price in comparison with oilier 
grains, they may be fed quite Irtrgoly. 


Barley does* not seem to be greatly 


relished by hens, but may be used to 
glvo variety to the grain ration. It has 
a little more protein than corn and a 
little less than oats. 


Buckwheat is qulto well liked by 


fowls, but Is not very widely fed.

Corn a Fattening Feed, 


Corn is heating and fattening, and 


when fed to closely confined fowls la 
large quantities fat rather than eggs Is 
tho usual result For laying hens it 
should be.balnnced with meat, bono, 
linseed, gluten and such feeds na arc 
rich in nitrogenous mutter, for corn la 
deficient in this constituent. 
Whea 


corn Is fed to laying hens that have 
opportunity to take plenty of exercise 
and to secure Jnsectw and green feed, 
much more satisfactory results are 
likely to be obtained than when It Jo 
;fed to the same foxvls closely confined. 
It may be fed quite largely in the cold 
climates during winter, but should be 
fed sparingly during summer. 


Vary Poultry Ration. 


In feeding grain to poultry the niia 


of the feeder should be to give n va- 
riety. No one kind of grain alone Is 
best. Variety mny be secured by mix- 
ing the grains or by feeding the differ- 
ent kinds of grain on different days. 
This variety ts In accordance with 
nature. When on free range the fowls 
obtain a little of several different 
kinds of feed. 
Grain should not bo 


made the sole feed, except In the fat- 
tening pen, for then fat and not eggs. 
is the usual result.

Thicken, the 
milk with the flour ns for milk gravy 
and ndd tbe other ingredients. 


Practically any vegetable except to- 


matoes mny be used with the other In- 
gredients ns slnted., If tomatoes nre 
used, n little soda should be added 
to thenr to prevent the milk from 
curdling.

The 
United States, department of agricnlr 
ture and the-United States food ad- 
ministration in United States food 
leaflet No. 16 give the following point- 
ers in regard to the cooking of vege- 
tables :

Either add these to the 
boiled cider and begin cooking, or 
stew them into apple-sauce and add 
the sauce to the boiled. cider, i Cook 
gently but stir often for two hours, 
then add a half pound of sugar tp each 
gallon of product, or use no sugar. 
Continue cooking and stirring until 
thick enough, stir in spices to tjaste, 
pack in sterilized containers-and cover 
with melted paraffin.

Waste Products and Grain Can Be 


Turned Into Valuable Meat—Skim 


or Buttermilk Are Most Eco- 


nomical Feeds. 


Sfore attention should be given to 


the fattening of growing chickens, ns 
most of them are marketed In a thin 
and 
unfinished 
condition, although 


both the weight of the chickens nnd 
the quality of their flesh can be greatly 
Improved by a short period of fatten- 
ing, according to poultry specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. Hens which have bean prop- 
erly cared for are usually In good mar- 
ket condition, but if In poor flesh, they 
may be confined to pens nnd fattened 
for one or two weeks at n profit. The 
farmer has very good conditions for 
producing well-fleshed poultry, as he 
can utilize waste products from his 
farm In growing this stock by allow- 
ing the chickens free range and got 
them Into the best condition for fat- 
tening. 
Both the farmer and back- 


yard poultry keeper can thus turn 
waste products and grain Into flesh 
white securing n large amount of vuli 
able manure from the poultry. Skit 
or buttermilk, which are great aids t 
the most economical fattening, 
ar

farms. 


Pen Fattening. 


The farmer or back yard poultr 


keeper can fatten his chickens to bus 
advantage by pen or crate fattening 
In pen fattening 20 to 50 chicken 
are confined in' a pen with a sma 
yard and fed a fattening mash, sue 
as one composed of two parts of corn 
meal tnd one part middlings mixe 
with skim or buttermilk. If no mil 
is available, which would be the cas 
In most back yard poultry flocks, mak 
the mash of one part bran, one par 
middlings, three parts cornmeal an 
one-fourth part incut scrap.

Crute fattening is only advised where 
milk is available ,1 or mixing the ra- 
tion. The chickens may be fed cither 
two or, three times daily, and can be 
fed heavier at night to good advan- 
tage than in the morning or noon.

-It 
is laying the foundation for a grent American 
merchant marine after the war. 


That America did not have an Immense mer- 


chant, marine at the outbreak of the war was'due 
to 'several causes. 
Confederate raiders dealt It a 


severe blow. 
Metal ships and the development 


of rallroa'ds followed. 
Then dime tho blocking 


In congress of all legislation for such a merchant 
marine. 'The Lu toilette net was the blow that 
killed the project. 


The transportation pressure due to Amerlcn's 


entry Into the war brought the realisation of the 
Inadequacy of the number of Americnn officers 
In the merchant marine. As the flrst step toward 
supplying the deficiency, a great: school was 'es-. 
tablls'hed at PoIIuim Kny for tho training of deck 
odicers. 
In addition to the valuable .nucleus of 


young cfilcers already given to the naval reserve 
from this school, accommodations have been pro- 
vided on n greatly enlarged scule for thousands 
more. Here the men take two months1 intensive 
practical and theoretical training, followed by 
two months of real experience at sea. The cadets 


get a taste of the real sou aboard more than 100 
coastwise steamships. 


Engineer officers are trained at the Stevens 


Institute of Technology In J:lobokon, where men 
with M, K. degree or Its equivalent receive tuten- 
sivo training In marine engineering. 


Thousands of men are being trained for the 


naval auxiliary reserve at the Great Lakes (HI-) 
station. 


All men turned out by these schools are as 


much a part ol.' the navy as 1C they hud boon grad- 
uated from Annapolis. All of r.!.ese future olll- 
cers arc American cltlxens and will form the 
natural nucleus of a great: mereliant marine. 


All navy crows on merchant ships for the du- 


ration of the war were advocated by tin; navy 
early In the conlllct. 
It wus tho belief that all 


such ships should bo placed under the .strictest

, , Every time the Jdenvof saving oc- 
curs to me I think of old Heber Grim, 
n character out1 In my western Indiana 
town who had a perennial habit of 
joining church, ' Just as regularly as 
revival meeting time rolled around, 
T-Teber'would get himself all bet up 
over'his sins .arid, along in (ho last 
days of the meeting; lie would comn 
rearing nnd snorting down the aisle 
nnd join up. 


Somehow, though, Heber never got 


around to making nny 
• sacrifices '.In 


behalf of his-new found, religion. 
He 


always kept rlgh( on chewing, tobacco, 
swearing like a mulo driver, drinklrg 
like a fish, and, worst of all, srjuando}- 


One of the most insidious pieces of 


German propaganda which the govern- 
ment; has to combat appears in the 
form of rumors concerning excessive 
wastes of all foodstuffs and supplies 
In our army camps nnd cantonments.

No restrictions are placed upon our 


soldiers' appetites, but: the highest care 
is exerted to prevent the soldier from 
taking more on his plate than he wants 
—In other words, much of .the food 
that- formerly was lost through care- 
lessness Is now saved. 
Tho reclama- 


tion officer and his assistants in every 
camp and every cantonment are re- 
sponsible for the separating and (he 
classifying of kitchen waste, produced' 
In.the prcpnration and serving of every 
meal at the mess; the object of this 
careful separation and classification 
of kitchen waste Is to prevent wast- 
age.

Tho division also has active charge 


of farming nnd garden operations for 
each camp and cantonment: The -rod- 
uce raised is used In rationing troops 
and providing animals with 
forage. 


No men fit for active duty are re- 
quired to assist in this agricultural 
service. 
The .quartermaster general 


of the army has a much more efficient 
plan,.for he has (his work done by in- 
terned aliens, enemy prisoners, con- 
scientious objectors and military pris- 
oners. 
Of our own enlisted men only 


those physically unsuited for service 
overseas or partially disabled are iTs- 
sighed to tills agricultural work.

will become fit for transfer to 


fighting units. 
Thus the army will 


reclaim men as well as materials and' 
supplies.

Seed corn before harvesting should 


be allowed to mature well 
on 
the 


stialk. 
Late matured ears are better 


than the earlier ones because they 
have more vitality. 
A light frost 


will not. injure corn that is fairly 
mature, and the risk from frost is 
less than the risk from imnuLtur., 
seed. 
About the middle oif Septem- 


linr Is seed corn time in Wisconsin. 


Twice as many seed e«rs should, be 


gathered as will be needed for plant- 
ing. 
About 15 medium silted ears 


will plant ati acre. 
, On the same day the corn is picked 
It should be put to cure in a place 
where there is free circulation of air, 
heat without direct sunlight, -fend 
eVen temperature.

In the matter of defense of cargo ships at sea 


the service, places particular stress upon these, 
four .elements: A 
sharp 
lookout, 
ability, to. 


maneuver, speed and guns. "Expectation of life" 
is Increased JiOO per cent by guns on merchant- 
men. They force the submarine to operate under 
tlie surface of the water, where its speed . is 
slower and its deck guns are useless. 


The situation today in New York and the other 


ports of-embarkation in regard to the operation 
of ships Is more- or less complicated. 
Not .the 


navy alone is operating ships, but the shipping 
board, the quartermaster's department 
and the 


navy supply department. 
Besides this, the ship- 


ping hoard assigns 'ships to private owners to 
operate, and certain ships manned by the navy 
lire assigned to private owners. T/he general, opin- 
ion wl'th regard to these ships seems to be that, 
under current labor conditions, nnvy recruiting 
offers the best means and the only real guaran- 
tee for maiming most of the great new fleet; of 
cargo'ships under construction. 


There has been a disposition in. certain quar- 


ters to belittle the cargo-ship service. "The no- 
tion prevails that .there, is no romance in some of 
the old tramp ships being used in this service. 
In answer it is shown by the men in the'service 
tliatJt is.not,only the. most useful .but the most 
interesting service In the war. 


Outside of the destroyers, the men-o'-war carry-. 


Ing freight probably will be the'only .warships 
'that will see active service in this combat:' As n 
clinching argument, this service is about the only 
one that is'constructive -and not destructive. .It 
is laying the foundation tor a great American • 
merchant marine after the war. 


That America did not have an immense mer- 


chant, marine.at the outbreak of.:the.-war was'due. 
to 'several causes. 
Confederate raiders dealt It a 


severe blow. 
Metal-ships and the development 


of rnllroifUs followed. 
Then came the blocking 


In congress of ail legislation for such a merchant 
marine. • The ..La..IT.ol!ette act uus the blow that 
killed the project/ 
.. 


The transportation pressure due to America s 


entry'into .the war brought the reall/ati6n of the 
inadequacy of the number of American 
officers 


in the merchant marine. As the first step toward 
supplying the deficiency,-a great school was es- 
tablished at Pelham Bay for the training of deck 
officers. 
>In addition to the -valuable nucleus of 


young officer's'already.'given to the" naval..reserve 
from this'school, accommodations have been pro- 
vided on a greatly enlarged scale foi thousands 
more. 
Here the men take two months' intensive 


practical and theoretical training,'.followed by 
two months of real experience at sea 
The cadets 


got a taste of the real sea aboard more than 100 
coastwise steamships. 


Engineer officers- are trained at the Stevens 


Institute of Technology in Hohoken, where men 
with M. -E. degree or its equivalent receive inten- 
sive training in marine engineering. 


• Thousands of men are being trained for 
the 


naval auxiliary reserve at tlie Great Lakes (Dl.) • 
station. 


All men turned out by these schools are as 


much a part of the navy as if they had been grad- 
uated from Annapolis. 
All of tl-ese future-offi- 


cers are American citizens and will form the 
natural nucleus of a great mere-hunt marine. 


All navy crews on merchant ships for the .du- 


ration .of tlie war-were advocated by the navy 
early in tlie conflict. 
It was tlie belief that all 


such ships should be placed under the strictest 
discipline; that--with permanent crews, efficiency 
fiboard ship would be increased; that the ships 
wouicl be self-sustaining, in that the crew would 
be able to m-ike all repairs; that the loading and 
unloading could be more efficiently done, and that, 
several hundred thousand Americans would join 


. the service, where it was believed they would 


remain after the war.

It was the idea of the service that by this 


means the love of the sea would be planted again 
in the American heart. Men who once had a sniff 
of--the salt air would probably, never be satislied 
to :go back'to the cities or farms;. They, .would 
form the nucleus of a 10a per cent merchant 
marine.

Conservation and Reclamation Divi- 


sion Obtains Maximum Utilization 


of All Materials. 


• One of the most insidious pieces of 
German propaganda which the govern- 
ment has to combat appears in the 
form of rumors concerning excessive 
wastes of all foodstuffs and supplies 
in our army camps and cantonments. 
A glance at the work'of the conserva- 
tion and reclamation division of the 
army readily establishes the falsity 
of these reports. 


Tlie aim of the conservation and 


reclamation division Is to obtain the 
maximum .utilization of all materials 
of: service, to reduce the , waste of 
these materials to a. minimum, to de- 
stroy nothing, and to dispose of all ma- 
terial useless vo the army at the great- 
est profit .possible. 


No restrictions are placed upon our 


soldiers' appetites, but the highest care 
is exerted to prevent the soldier from 
taking'more on bis plate than he wants 
—.in other words, much of the food 
that formerly, was lost through .care- 
lessness-is now saved. 
The reclama- 


tion officer and his assistants in every 
camp and every cantonment are re- 
sponsible -for the separating and the 
classifying of kitchen .waste, produced 
in the preparation and serving of every 
meal ut the mess; the object of this 
careful separation and classification 
of. kitchen waste-Is to prevent wast- 


flfiC.

, 


The division also has active charge 


.of farming and garden operations for 
each camp and cantcnment. The prod- 
uce raised is used in rationing troops 
and providing animals with forage. 
No rnen fit for active duty are re- 
quired to assist in this agricultural 
service. '. The .quartermaster general 
.of the army has a much more efficient 
plnn,.for:he has this work done by in- 
terned aliens, enemy prisoners, con- 
scientious objectors and military pris- 
oners.. Of our own enlisted men only 
those, physically unsuited for service 
overseas or partially disabled are as- 
signed to this agricultural work. It is 
believed that after a few months of 
outdoor work, many of the men now 
unfit: will -so improve physically that 
they will become fit for transfer to

corn like bodies ..growing on your 
rye in the pll'ace of where' some of 
the kernels ought to be.

ergot, a fungous growth, commonly 
spoken of as smut on rye. The black 
corn like bodies may replace one or 
several kernels in the rye heads. 
It 


not only cuts down on the- yieJd but 
is very objectionable in 
seed 
and 


harmful to stock as well as humans 
if the rye is used for 
feeding 
and 


milling purposes. 


The ergot in. the rye seed carry 


Infection from one crop to.the next; 
hence, it should be removed. 
The 


larger bodies may be removed by the 
fanning mill. 
A 
special 
process 


must be used to get rid of the small 
er ones. 
This 
special 
process ' is 


known as the salt brine treatment. 
Make a salt brine" by dissolving 40 
pounds of common salt In 25 gallons 
of of water. 
Put this brine 'in 
a 


barrel or other suitable 
corn-tainer. 


Pour in the rye; stir vigorously, and 
then skim off the rye kernels which 
will come to the top. 
When 
you 


have -all the ergot pour oft the brine, 
remove the rye, and rinse with.- a 
formalin solution made 
by adding 


one pint of formalin to 36 gallons of 
water. 
Pour off the formalin solu- 


tion and then'dry the rye. This 
may look like considerable trouble 
but if done carefully you will flnrl 
it is a good investment.

with ergot. 
That is do not raiae 


two crops on the same piece of land 
consecutively.
